‘Lives of Twelve Bad Women’. is’ tle, 
title of a portly volume with 8 cover of 
sombro black . sprinkled" ‘with scarlet’ 
poppies,- Printed at the Gresham Pross, 
itis, og might. bo expected, extariorly per- 
fect ; yet though the biographies aré by 
competent hands the book is a disappoint- 
ing one, The authors have limited their 
scope ‘to English women, and we miss 
somo Italian and other names without 
which no cataloguo of queens of crime can 
be satisfactory. ‘Victoria Corrombona, 
Luorezia Borgia, Beatrice de Alsomoro, 
Marie de Brinvilliors, Cathorine the Great, 
Christina of Sweden, Agrippina and a fow 
more would be worthy additions to tho 
galaxy ‘of misapplicd talents presented to 
us. Tho limitation'to a single nationality 
mokes a rorious inroad on the varioty and 
charm of a book otherwise of great though 
morbid interest. Crime is dependent on 
climate, and in a cold damp country it is 
apt-to be sordid, Most’ of tha heroines of 
‘this book display no vica more picturesque 
than grecd. Few of them wore chaste, but 
the Editor has rigidly excluded all whose 
only sin was unchastity. Still, even within 
these limits, it is pleasant and profitable to 
have vivid portraita of mindercsses like 
Alice Arden, the Countess of Somerset and 
Mary Bataman, Royal favourites liko Alice 
Porrers, tho Duchessea of Kingston ‘and 
Cleveland, and Mary Anne Clarke, thieves 
like Mary Frith and Jonny Diver, the 
impostor Elizaboth Canning snd tho ficn-

its - vicinity, “and secured "a. sleeping 
partner's share in them, Tle intorested 
himself in 9 branches of church work— 
regardless of creed—promoted sports, meet- 
ings, and various other social gatherings 
and Ivccanic a prime fayorite with oll boe- 
tions of the little community. Leaving 
there he came to Sydney and started busi- 
ness in which from the outset he has been 
cminenily successful, In 1881 he paid a 
visit tu his parents in Qhina, and being the 
first Chinaman who had raturnod from Abs- 
tralia dressed in Buropean clothing, his 
appearance naturally caused a deal of 
astonishment.
